The Three Napoleons. 


Napoleon II. was the son of Napoleon 


I nnd Maria Louisa, and wa« bora at 
Pans March 20, 1811, and died at 
Schonbrunn, July 22, 1832. The young 
Napoleon's father bestowed on him the 
title of King of Rome, and on bos abdica- 
tion designated him as his successor to 
the thioue as, Napoleon II , and he was 
recognwed as such by the Executive 
Committee appointed by tlie Chambers 
previous to the final accession ot Louis 
XVIII in 1815 The young Prince went 
to Austria, where lie was educated, and 
the right of Bticoesiion to his mother s 
dominions m Parma being withdrawn 
from him m 1817, the Emperor of 
Austria conferred on lam in July, 1818, 
the lank of an Anstiiau Prince, with the 
tho title of Uuke of Beichstadt, and 
piovided him-with eminent instructors 
The effoits made after the revolution of 
1830 m liw lavor were unsuccessful, but 
the j ouug man became greatly interested 
m the imhtaij lustoiy of hib father, and 
received fiom Marmont at course of m- 
shuctioii in the Napoleonic campaigns.
